Inju ries abou t the elbow are lia­ 
ble to give r.se 
to

seriou s 
om plk alions tha n inju ries affect­ 
ing other joints. 
Fractu res, dislocations and toad 
pram s represent a spec.al risk in 
the elbow 
joint, probably becou se 
this joint is more complicated in 
stru ctu re and becau se in its im m c- 
d.ate region are placed im portant 
bu n d vessels and nerves. For this 
reason, any elbow inju ry su ffered 
Jiold be accorded prom pt medical 
treatm ent, and w hatever first aid is 
adm inistered shou ld be limited to 
the most conservative and essential 
elements. 
The above cou nsel is particu larly 
sou nd when we are concerned with 
children, in w hom the elbow joint 
as well as all other joints, are r a r " 
ticu larly liable to inju ry 
becau se 
longitu dinal bone growth is not yet

Lirnitat on of motion,

VALUF.S IN EDUCATION. 
Those much-criticized “ fads and frills” of current pub­ 
lic school curricula are frequently more v aluable to the* 
pupils than the traditional three R’s. 
So, at any rate, A s­ 
sistant Education Director J oseph W. Fichter of Ohio tells 
a state conv ention of Parents and Teachers. 
It all depends, points out .Mr. 
Fichter, on 
what y ou 
think a school ought to do. 
It should turn out y oungsters 
who can read and write, and who can do enough arith­ 
metic to check up on the grocer’s bill, naturally . 
But it should also giv e them the best possible prepara­ 
tion for life in the broadest sense, and for such prepara­ 
tion the “ fads and frills” are often of the highest useful­ 
ness. 
W e are more and more coming to realize that education 
is not simply a matter of acquiring certain facts and skills. 
If it is to amount to any thing, it must dev elop the mind 
and broaden the personality . 
For such purposes the time- 
honored three R’s may not be quite enough.
